PARISIAN INTELLIGENCE, 
AS Ms GJ) SE O?E 
REVOLUTION IN FRANCE, 
NATIONAL ASSEMBLY. 
Paris, Saturday, Aug. 3. 

The public will obferve, in the following narrative, 
that the reprefentatives of the French nation admit 
of no reeels.—They fit on Sanday as well as Satur- 
day, fo eager are they in fering che conftitution 
of their country! 

_ © All Seignorial Tribunals are fugpreffed without 

indemnitication; but, nevertheleds, the officers of thefe 

tribunals fhalk continue thei funétions until the Na- 
tional Affembly fhall have affembled a new judicial 
order.” 

Before this refolution was agreed to, it underwent 
a debate of three hours. An honourable member 
faid, that in fupprefling the patrimonial tribunals, the 
foreits belonging to Seigniories, deprived of; the offi- 
¢ers who had the charge of their prelervation, would 
De enpuftd to: conti dovataticn 

Another faid, that in 6rdering thefe- offigers 20. cons 
tinue their tunctionsy would be to perpetuate the of- 
fice, 

Some were of opinion, that wherever there were 
Royal and ordinary tribunals, thefe offices fhould be 
inftandy fupprefled, and that they fhould be conti- 
nued only where they were at a diltance. 

A Deputy of Aiface, called to their attention the 
treaty of Weftphalia, the compaéts made with feve- 
ral Princes of the Germanic body, the interelts of the 
houfe of Deux-Points, thofe of the Bifhop of Stratz- 
burgh, and of other Lords, and required that re- 
{pect thould be paid to thele rights, founded on an- 
cient titles, and which had. for their origin the an- 
cient foverecignty which all thefe Princes exercifed in 
Alface. 

Again, it was fzid by M. de la Galiffionniere, that 

there were many Lords, who had acquired from the 

King an exclufive right to judicial powers, which 

were reputed Seigniories ; that thefe Seigniories had 

dott eonficerable fums; that it would not be juft to 
fupprefs them without indemnity 3 and-ehatchenas 
tion fhould be fubjected to their reimburfement. 

It was faid in anfwer to all this, that thofe argu- 

ments were wide from the true jet of thé quettion, 

which was fimply to enquire whether the Committee 
had reduced the refolution into proper words, for the 
principle had been agreed on.

This exorbitant fum 
‘cnt, without doubt, be diminifhed in future ; but 
this diminution, if it was made on the inftant, would 
not be immediately felt; and there was a prelling de- 
mand for money in the mean time. 

Meff. de Lally Tollendal, and de Clermont ‘Ton- 
nerre, fpoke in favour of the loan; Melfi. Buzot, d’En- 
‘{tragues, and Barnave, againft it. 

M. Buzot, in obferving to the Affembly, that the 
inftructions of their conftituents did not perme them 
to grant a loan until the conflitution nould be fet- 
tled, faid, he was far from believing that the ftate 
was in the danger which it was detcribed to be in: 
That befure a loan was called for, the Minifter fhould 
have expofed the public debt to the inveftigation of 
the Affembly, and given an account of the applica- 
tion of the public money: That in the courfe of a 
year or fifteen months, he had borrowed 365 milligns 
rom the notaries of Paris, the States of Langueffoc, 
the Caiffe d’Efcompte, and others: That thofe 365 
millions, added to the 6co millions which formed the 
actual revenue of the kingdom, raifed the public ex- 
pence for fifteen months, to 965,000,000 of livres; a 
fam fo enormous as to require that the nation fhould 
have a {tri account: That even the firft draught of 
the conflitution was not yet made; and that, above 
all, this fam of 30 millions could not fuffice, even in 
the fuppofition that M. Necker fhould continue in 
place, to reftore order to their affairs. 

“ The loan is neceTary,”? exclaimed M. de Tollen- 
dal. “It is indifpenfible. The honour of the French 
name, the peril of the {tate, the fubliltence of the ca- 
pital, all require that we thould. inftantly vote this 
fubfidy. You compromife, fay they, the credit of 
the Affembly, But, what will be the credit of the 
Affembly, if the {tate fhouid fink? ‘This loan, given 
by the repreféntatives of a generous people, will not 
be barren ; and even if it fhould, you will have the 
confalation of knowing that you did what you could, 
and what you ought. What confolation would you 
wilh to give to the provinces and the capital, bat that 
you have done your utmoft to preferve the national 
credit ? 

“ ‘Thefe thirty millions, they add, will not fuffice; 
but, we are only called upon to fatisfy the urgent exe 
pences, the wants of the moment. They invite the 
King to make reforms. Do they not know, that the 
reforms which he made laft year, are not ‘yet felt in 
the revenue, t us not talk then of the intentions of 
cur conftituents. ‘They will applaud our actions 
whenever we do them good. Whoever antong us 
does not think himfelf free will not vote. 1 am my- 
felf free; and I invite all thofe who are independent, 
and whe are not detained by any obftacle, to come 
with me to the fuccour of our country, that may 0o- 
therwife perifh.” 

M. Barnave, who fpoke after M. de ‘Tollendal, took 
the fame line as M, Buzot, and added nothing to his 
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| argument.

M. de’ Mirabeau ebferved, that the inftruétions of 


their con{tituents not permitting them to confent to 
any loan, until the Sodhidtion ould be fettled, they 
might aflift the exigency of the State, without com- 
promifing their powers, by becoming ‘individually 
refponfible for the loan that they were about to fanc- 
tion. 

A very interefting motion was made by a member 
of the Nobleffe.’ It was to invite the Afflembly them- 
felves to come forward to the faccour of the State in 
danger ; and, to thew the example of generofity, he 
laid on the table a note for thirty thoufand livres, 
which he promifed to honour, and which he offered 
to the’nation without interett.

Such is the form of this vote, the firft public ac of 
the kind pafled by the Nation.

They were confined -to three 
queftions—the manner of the loan ; the application 
of it; and the fecurity which the National Aflembly 
cguld offer to fubfcribers. 

M. de Liancourt and M. de Petyon opened the bu- 
finefs. ‘They Darpen peated themfelves with much 
wifdom and deep Knowledge of the fubject, * Fora 
long time,” faid M. Petyon, “I was led away by 
the flattering and truly patriotic idea of M. de Mira- 
beau, to place thi on the faith of the Members’ 
ortts aflembly3 but more ferious refle€tion has in- 
duced me to change my opinion. In voting a Joan 
on our own perfonal fecurity, we openly violate the 
fpirit of our inflructions. Let us fuppofe that the 
amount of the Joan were fuch as to put Government 
in a condition to do without us, and that-it fhould a- 
vail itfelf of the opportunity to renounce the authori- 
* of the National Affembly, would not this be to act 
appofition to the wifhes of our, conftituents, who, 
to prevent fo great a misfortune, have defired us not 
to confent to any taxes, till we have firlt eftablifhed 
the Conftitution of the kingdom ? 

‘¢ The Miniiter has propofed to us to fanction a 
loan, which the king wifhes to make; but it is our 
province to make this loan. _It is, moreover, effential 
thatthe money raifed by it fhould be applied to pur- 
pofes of real and urgent secelhty ; and the National 
Affembly ought to watch over the application. 

“ J thcrefore propofe toy nominate a Commiffion,” 
coniilting of fix Members of this Affembly, whofe 
duty it fhall be to watch the application. Government 
ihall not difpofe of this public money, without the 
fignature of two, at lealt, of thefe Commifhoners, 

“ The intereft of the loan, I think, ought not to 
exceed five per cent. without reduétion ; for it is the 
exorbitant rates of intere{t granted to the fubfcribers 
to loans, that have ruined the finances of the Nation.” 

The murmur that ran through the Hall at the men- 
tion of this Commifhon, fhowed that the propofition 
was nat approved of ; and, in fact, it was mentioned 
no more, : 

M. d’Andre, who followed him, enlarged neither 
oa.the form of the loan, nor on the mortgage to be 
given to the fubfcribers. | He maintained only, that it 
was_neceflury to guard againit the thirty miiliohs be- 
ing applied to purpofes futile, or foreign to the inte- 
reft of the Natton. : 

“ In the eltimate,” faid he, ** of the public ex- 
pences which the Director of the Finances has read to 
us, | obferve that We pay a monthly pobre of a 
hundred thoufand livres for a Prince of the Blood ;

“¢ Should there {till exift in France,” faid he, “ fouls ~ 
fo avaricious as to profit by the misfortunes of the 
ftate? Should the monied men ftill hang about our 
necks? Have the facrifices we have made been made 
for them? If we muft grant them exorbitant intereft 
to induce them to lend their money to the nation, I 
defire that their names be printed, that they may 
covered with public fhame and indignation. cate 
ened with aJl imaginable evils, what would be our fi- 
tuation if this loan fhould not fueceed?

PARTIAL TAXATION. 
Edinburgh, Aug. 17.1789. 

Ie has been afferted of the Prefint Adniniftration, that 
though Scotland has, on every trying emergency, preffed 
forward to their affiftance, with a zeal bordering almoft on 
enthufiafm, tio return on their part has ever been made; 
but that a cold indifference towards her interefts, and an uw 
niform denial of whatever might tend to benciit her com- 
merce or mianufactures, has been the leading feature in their 
condué towards this country. 

Whatever may be the general truth of this affertion, the 
Printers of the Edinburgh newfpapers have to regrea’, that 
in-their own particular cafe it has been completely verified. 
it is. not, however, to be expected that the bardfhips fuffer- 
ed by a few individuals will materially intereft the public; 
but it is difficult to fuffer in filence, and ill-ufage finds fome 
mitigation in complaint; the Printer, therefore, folicits 
the indulgence of his readers for the following plain de- 
tail—— 

‘The inconvenience arifing from the want of a Board of 
Stamps at Edinburgh has long been felt and complained of. 
In 1785, when the ftamp-duties were confiderably increafed, 
an’ ication from a refpectable body of bankers, mer- 
“hale sec was made to Government, for that purpofe, or 
at leaft to have paper ftamped at Edinburgh; to this a 
dire refufal «was given. ‘The Chamber of Commerce 
have fince refumed the application, and been equally unfuc- 
eefsful. 

Wher the additional tax on newfpapers was announced, 
the Edinburgh news-printers judged it a proper opportunity 
to apply for redrefs of a grievance under which they had 
long laboured, viz. the being denied at the office here the 
difcount of two per cent. on the price of flamps, allowed to 
the London printers. ‘They accordingly fent letters to all the 
Scotch members, and to many of the Englifh ones, foliciting 
their affiftance to procure this allowance, which they confi- 
fidered themfelves as juftly entitled to, as in all the late re- 
venue ads, Edinburgh, as the capital of Scotland, is put up- 
on a footing in point of taxation with London. From fuch 
of the members as they had afterwards an opportunity of 
converfing with, they learnt, that Mr Rose, the framer of 
the bill, had been applied to, who affured them, “ the grie- 
vance would be redrefled—that provifion was made for it in 
the bill—and begged they wonld give themfelves no farther trou- 
ble.” 

Satisfied with this affurance, the members did give them- 
felves no farther trouble, and the Printers waited patiently

The printer muft again crave the forgivenefs of his read- 
ers, for fo long a detail on a fubje& that may appear intereft- 
ing only to a few... What is the cafe of one man to-day, how- 
ever, may be another’s to-morrow ; and th: fy{teni of partial 
and unequal taxation is not yet completed. But there is a ri- 
fing fpirit and importance in the trading and commercial in- 
t-reits of this country, which cannot long be infulted with 
impunity ; and the time is not far diftant when the Minifter, 
whoever he may be, will find it neceffury to attend himfelf 


to their requefts, and not leave them a prey to the fhuffling ©
